This proposed a two-storey 
cube with engaged Corinthian 
columns, flanked by square pavilion 
blocks of one storey, the whole 96 ft 
wide, supported on a rustic base 
ment and having arched aperture 
in the main floor. It bears little if 
any relation to the house as actually 
built about 1730, though it 1 
possible that Wakefield's founda 
tions were partly utilised 

Robinson's station in life 
hitherto he had held an Army com

intersecting arches. The introduction of a harder 
steel for punches enabled these plain motifs to 
be pierced with speedy precision 

Exteriors of pierced top baskets might now 
receive applied ornament in the shape of 
embossed and chased work made separately 
by hand or shaped with the fly-press and 
mounted over an openwork trellis such as could 
then be press-cut into the metal. Naturalistu 
motifs were applied in this way over vertical 
pales with cusped ends or other geometrical 
designs such as crosses, circles and squares, the 
aim of the silversmith being to use the fly-press 
in order to reduce the metal to a delicate 
tracery Soon the full tide of neo-Classical 
ornament swept away the more naturalistic 
motifs and press-pierced backgrounds supported
